Mayor's Message

To the Citizens of the City of Rutland 

Given the timing of the release of this, the Fiscal Year 2010 - 201 1 Annual Report, it must be made clear 
that, though Tropical Storm Irene ravaged the City and State in calendar year 201 1, it was an event that 
took place during FY2012. Therefore, though it would appear timely to address the tragedy at this 
juncture, the City has determined that information relevant to the devastation wrought by Irene will be 
appropriately acknowledged in next Fiscal Year's Annual Report, 

Rutland City' s 201 0 - 20 U Fiscal Year was one marked by the continuation of progress and milestone 
accompli shmenls made by your City. The City, in an unprecedented partnership with each of its collective 
bargaining negotiating teams, moved from the long-time premium health insurance package to a less 
expensive, more sustainable liigh-deductible plan. All City employees deserve credit for clearly 
recognizing the impact ever increasing health care costs have been having on the taxpayers, and at (he 
expense of critically needed capital investments. 

Concerning capital investments, the City continues to make great strides in rebuilding its deteriorating 
infrastructure. Since 2007, the administration has made the real-world education of the taxpayer a priority 
with respect to our crumbling roads, bridges and pipes. The public's realization that investing in ourselves 
and our critical infrastructure is vital to our future and that the decades long neglect is being rightfully 
reversed. The Board of Aldenren recognized this undeniable fact as well, and has begun properly funding 
our bridge, water, and sewer funds at a level which will certainly turn the tide. The residents as well have 
played an active role this past year, again allocating a ballot-approved additional $350,000 for continued 
road reconstruction and paving. 

Additionally, the taxpayers recognize the need for intangible investments in Rutland City. After carrying 
out a months long assessment of mission and goals, the Rutland Redevelopment Authority determined 
(hat it was to refocus back to its core mission of increasing the City's Grand List, while also concentrating 
on addressing the blighi endemic to the current recession. The City ultimately allocated $180,000 in the 
aext year's budget for the RRA so thai it could concentrate on its core mission rather than simply chase 
grant dollars at the expense of Rutland City's long term need.s. 

The Board of Aldermen has continued to study and draft a comprehensive capital improvement program 
through its General Committee. And the taxpayers and residents will enjoy the fruit of their labors for 
generations to come as the City finally adopts a holistic and well-planned capital needs assessment, 

These are just some of the highlights of this past year, one that has been historically marked by the team 
effort of receiving a clean audit for the first time in decades, for which a well-deserved thanks is due to 
Treasurer Wilton, her staff, and the City of Rutland department heads who made this goal a reality.

Tiie final Grand List at April 1, 201 1 totaled $ 1.007,753.962 which reflects a net increase from April i, 2010 of $ 

912,893 or 9.07 %. 

The increase in the real estate was responsible for the increase while the Business Personal Property was flat. The 
Common Ijcvel of Appraisal (CLA) for 201 1 improved from 84.10% to 87.25% and the Coefficient of Di.?persioii 
(COD) improved from 18.03% to 17.61%. 

These statistical studies done by this office in cooperation with the Division of Property Valuatipii and Review have 
produced anticipated results given the economy. There are fewer sales being recorded and valid sale pnces at e more 
in line with the listed value. 

When one reads the National tiews it is difficult sametimes to keep a positive aUiiude. 

In the City of Rutland there arc some bright spots that deserve mention as these activities show promise and 
investment in our City. The Grand List will be impacted positively. 

The new Community College of Vermont will be added this year. Panera Breads opened in late December on South 
Main Street, Heritage Pumily Credit Union will be building an operation's facility ou Allen Street next lo their 
offices. The VA Outpatient clinic will be built at Steel Square on West Street. Hickory Street apartments have 
completed Phase 1 and Ihe former Watkins School is being readied for the la\ rolls. There are three or four other 
project; in the works a* of this writing, Stay tunedt

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMISSION 
Chris Book and Tom Giflin Cemeter}' Commissioners 

To the Mayor of Rutland. Honorable Board of AJdennen and the Citizens of the City of Rutland: 
Rutland is responsible for the care and on-going maintenance of the loUowing city cemeteries; West 
Street Cemetery. Old Congiegaiionul Cemetery on North Main Street, Did Reformatory Cemetery located 
behind Northwest School and die Poor Farm Cemetery located at the transfer station off Gleuson Road 
The keys lo the gates of West Street and Old Congregational are available al City Hall or irom die 
cemetery commissioners upon recjuesi. 

The Vermont of Department of Correction work crews continue to provide mowing and some 
niaintenance for Rudand's old burial grounds. The DOC work crew, led by Edward Cole, mowed 
Rudand's cemeteries 13 times and provided over 1440 nian hours of for work in Rutland's old burial 
grounds. In addition to the regular mowing, the crews did tree, lirush, leaf removal and some monument 
worit. The cost to die city was $3,000. 

A new fence was installed in the summer of 301 2 at the Poor Farm Cemetery and the commissioners are 
in the process of moving the granite memorial monument from die present site to be placed near the 
informational kiosk inside the fence, Tliis has been an ongoing project and the commissioners wish lo 
acknowledge RCSWD Disnici Manger. James O'Comian. for his assistance in reclaiming the cemetery at 
die transfer station and Clifford Giffm for his tenacity to ensure that this historic site was preserved. 
The Arm Story Chapter of the Daughters of the American Revolution continues lo place ihc flags on the 
veteran graves before Memorial Day. If anyone is interested in volunteering lo help witli placing fiags, 
please contact the cemetery commissioners. 

Rutland is fortunate to have volunteers willing to help in maintaining the city's old burial grounds. TTnis 
year the MSJ football team and dieir coaches spent an afternoon at the West Streei Cemetery removing 
brush and debris from the grounds. Thanks to head coach Jeff Cassurino and his athletes for volunteering, 
hi addition, the Rutland Middle School Emiehed Studies Program students, spent two days in die city's 
cemeteries cutting brush, assisting in replacing a monument for a Revolutionary War soldier and 
straightening stones. Thanks to RMS Social Studies teachers Ted Lindgren and David Comwell for 
including ihis cemetery volunteer work in their educational unit. Both schools are planning on returning 
lo Rutland's cemeteries next year to continue to assist in restoring Uiese historic cemeteries. The 
commissioners and other volunteers who were working with these young people were impressed with the 
willingness and sense of pride they showed in the work they were doing for Rutland's burial grounds, 
The city should be proud of their efforts. If anyone and/or group is interested in volunteering at one of 
Rutland's eemeteries, please contact the cemetery commissioners. 

The cemeteries in the city have had issues for many generations. In the January 24. 1924 edition of the 
Rutland Herald, it was reported that the board of aldermen voted to keep " the gate locked at all times in 
the future to prevent further destruction of headstones" at the West Street Cemetery. Most Vermont 
ciries/towns do not lock dieir cemetery entrances, 

Rudand's old burial grounds are still in the long and tedious process of being restored. The old marble 
stones tell much of the history of our city. Veterans from all the colonial wars and many of the original 
settlers of Rutland are buried in the city's cemeteries. The commissioners encom'age city residents or 
anyone interested in the history of Rutland, to help in the restoration effort of die Rudand's historic burial 
grounds.

The City of Rutland's Slow Sand Water Filtration Facility treated a toCfd of 812,287,400 gallons of water during the 
last fiscal year. The chemicals used during tJie prtxiess were fluoride, zinc -orthophosp hate, and sodium hypochlorite. 

Some special projecls conipleied this past year include Mendon Brook berm I'epair and reinforcement following a 
heavy rainstonn in October of 2010, A fwrlion of liie berm failed, the original berm was installed in the 1940's. Also 
completed this year was Pizzagalli Coostruction retnoved and installed 12" of new filter sand in one of ouf tliree 
filters. 

We are currently operating various pilot studies with the Vemiont Water Supply Division to determine which 
additional treatment processes will aid the slow sand filtration facility in reducing the disinfection by products that 
occur in the water. 

We appreciate the help from the other DPW Divisions that allowed us to complete these projects successfully. 



Waiitewater Collection Division 
Steve Da vine, Poreniuu 

The Wastewater Collection Division is responsible for aU the installation, maintenance and repair of all sanitary sewer 
mains and the atorm-water collectiDn system, including all manholes and eatch basins. 

During the course of our regular maintenance dmies we cleaned several thoussmd feet of sanitary and Stotto mains 
along with the manholes and catch basins at liie entrance to the mains. 

In addition to the routine vatk of respooding to and repairing sewer system deticienctee, the Division accomplished 
the following projects; . | 

Begioning in July of 2010. we repaired and adjusted, as required the catch bajiins and manholes that are located on the 
following street dint were to be paved: Madison St.. Catherine Dr., Grove St., Clinton Ave, and Stratton Rd. 

In the spring of 201 1 we itistalled appiDximately 1 80' of &" pipe for a curtain drain on Victor PI. t» elioumate the 
tntlltration of runoff water under the asphah which was causing excessive frost heaving,- 

Appioximalely 450 ft of curtain drain pipe was installed on Pearl St. because of similar drainage issues. I

We have worked very hard all year on die roaimenance and operation of the plant and pump stations. Along with 
maintaining the equipment we are also responsible for the tnaintenance of twelve buildings. We have dojie a lot of 
upkeep of these buildings and repaired numerous things to prevent them Smm becoming more costly and bigger 
items. 

I'm proud to work with such dedicated co- workers who work hard to protect the environment, keep a well runnitig 
u-eatment process and took fbr ways to save funds by operating mtjre efficiently. One example is a pmnp station that 
was in desperate iveed of upgrade with not enough funds to hire the work out. The employees took this project on

themseives along with doing their normal duties. V^Hth a modest budget we were able to upgrade the pump station 
for about half of what we estimated it to cost. I would like lo thank all the employees, the Conmiissioner, the City 
Engineer and ci ty hall office staff for their support.

Installed foily-three high efficiency LED exterior lights, paid for by Efficiency Vermont that are estimated to save 
$2200.00 annually in energy costs 

Performed periodic oil changes/lubrication on ninety-nine pieces of equipment 
Upgraded Clement Road pump station using in-house talent only 

Installed fiber-optic cable throughout the plant to protect our commuiucationstietwork from liglaning damage. ThiS' 
saves an estimated $5,000,00 per year compared to our past history of lightning damage 

All employees became certified in CPR and First Aid 

Pmnted walls and installed new tile on first flcMr of the Administration Building 

Replaced three 2 HP esploaion proof motors that ran 24/7 with new energy efficient motors 

Repaired masonry above a garage door and removed an unused eight foot by four foot veni louver from the side of 
the building and replaced with block and briclc to improve eneigy efllciericy 

We are in the process of replacing a Digester cover

The Are departnwnt responded to a total of 2096 calls for service. They are elussified as follows:

Vehicle Fires 10 Rescue/EMS Assist 152 Hazardous Condition 87 

BrusWOrass 6 False Alarms 285 Service Re^juest 1331

The department responded to a number of water emergencies dating this period related to heavy ralnM, 
Personnel 

As of .fune 30, 20 1 1 the depanment tiad 27 full time personnel and 18 part time penonnel. During the fiscal year. 
Lwu long serving officers retired. Deputy Chief Francis Cioffi with 37 years of service to the City of Rutland and 
Lieutenant Gary Larahert with 25 years of service to the City of Rutland. We wish them well in the future and 
appreciate their many years of service. 

Equipment 

The department apparatus fleet consists of (4 engines) including one Quint (Ladder Equipped Engine and an Aerial 
Platform, two service utility vehicles, a fire alarm maintenance bucket truck, a Hazardous 
Maierials/Decontamination Trailer and a Technical Rescue Trailer, 



Services Provided 

The department provides fire suppression, fire prevention/education, liazardous materials response at the operations 
level and decontamination, In addition we are trained and equipped to respond to technical rescue incidents 
involving extrication from vehicles and machinery, rescue from confined spaces, u-ench collapse and can perform 
rope rescue operations. The depanment provides contraci fire protection to the Town of Mendon. and xhrse large 
businesses In Rutland Town and ctmtract Craiih/Fire/Rescue services to the Rutland Srjuiliem Vermonl Regional 
Airport. In addition to emergency duties members maintain the municipal fire aiattn system, maintain apparatus and 
eguiptneiit and the fire station and grounds while on duty, The department also assists with community projects such 
as hanging banners downtown, and other community promotional efforts. 

Truining & t^ucallon 

In addition to responding to caUs for service from the public, employees spend hundreds of hours training, 
presenting public education programs, and conducting pre-incident planning for emergency responses. During this 
period, members of the department attended regular training to maintain tlieir skills and state certil'ication. They also 
attended specialized training in Hazardous Materials. Aircraft Crash Fire and Rescue, Techmcal Rescue Operations, 
Safety and a variety of other specialties. 

Grants 

The depanment has applied for and received nearly $1 .000,000 in state and federal grants over the past ten years. 
These grants have allowed us to upgrade our commun [cations system, purchase protective cquipmcm for our 
members, replace our outdated emergency generator, and develop aad mainiain Ihe ability to respond to special 
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Fire Department 



hazard calls such as hazardous materials, and technical re.scue. The department continues to aggressiveSy apply for 
grant funds. 

Chief Engineer & Emergency ManaBcmenl Directors Report 

As your Chief Engineer, t work to make sure the Rutland Fire Department is trained, and equipped to handle the 
emergency situadons that may a%ct Rudand. 1 attend many meetings representing the City and the Fire Department 
in the City of Rutland, in smrounding towns, at the Vermont Fire Academy in Pittsford, and in Montpelier and 
Waterfaury. These meetings are important a"} to make sure Rutland is represented at the local, regional and slate level 
for planning and to help obtain grants. I have also attended meetings of Rutland United Neighborhoods and other 
community groups as requested. In addition to my duties as Chief Engineer, I serve as City Emergency Management 
Director and repiesent the Fwe Service on the Governors Homeland Security Advisory Council and the Vermont 
EnhAikced 91 1 Board. 

Emergency Management 

Maintain and update the Rutland City Rtspid Response Plan and Rutland City Emergency Plan. Attend monthly 
Local Emergency Planning Committee meetings LEPC # 2 covers all of Rudand County and assists with local, 
regional and state level planning for all hazard response. Monitor possible sources of grant funding for City 
emergency preparedness projects. Respond to and assist in the coordination of services at natural and man made 
emergency situations within the City or Rudand and the Rutland RegioD. 

Open Burning 

We receive numerous complaints about people biuiting anything from brush to urash in the city. The foUowing 
tnformation is provided regarding open burning within the City of Rmlatvd. Due to the fad that the City is so 
densely populated open burning is not permitted without a pennit torn the Chief Engineer, Such permits are (inly 
issued for the occasional bonfire at a school or college, or for municipal einergcjicy simations. Cooking fires arc 
pertnitted but only clean untreated wood, charcoal or LP gas may be used for fuel, if an outside fire is creating a 
nuisance it may be extinguished by the depattittenL 

Fire I^evention 

In closing as I write this report Ihe winter heating season is here. Fires related to improperly installed and maintained 
heating equipment are a major problem in Vermont. 

The Rutland Fiie Department would like ta offer some suggestions to the citizens of Rutlajtd in an effort to prevent 
the loss of life and property due to fire, 

• Install and maintain smoke nlanns on every level of your home/apanmeni and in each sleeping room. 
Make sure they are working, Jf your smoke alarms are powered by a battery, change the battery every sin 
months and test the smoke alarm regularly. 

• Install and maintain Carbon Monoxide alarms in yotu' home. Carbon monoside is a deadly, colorless, 
odorless, gas that is produced by burning fuel. Carbon Monoitide alarms can alert you to the presence of 
this gas before it becomes a problem. 

• Smoker and carbon monoxide alartns have a maximum service life and must be replaced when the service 
life is over. Check the information on Ihe detector and that accompanied the detector, Follow the 
manufacturer's instructions for installing, maintaining and replacing alarms. 

• Have your heating system inspected and serviced by a qualified technician before winter weather bits. 

• If you bum wood or coal have your cliimney cleaned and inspected prior to the 
heating season, then inspect and clean your chimney regularly during the heating seasoiL, 
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■ Remove ashes in a covered metal container and place the container outside, well away from the house 
and other combustible materials. Do not vacuum ashes from fireplaces or s loves they may slill be live 
and cause a fire. 

• If you have gas fireplace(s) or heater(s) have them inspected and serviced by qualified gas technicians and 
make 8ure tlje venting system is in good condition and supply air intakes are clear of obslrucliou to reduce 
tiie possibility of Carbon Monoxide poisoning. 

• The use of portable uo-venced kerosene heaters is prohibited in rental units and is discouraged in private 
homes, 

• LP gas heating units should be installed by a qualified technician. 

• LP gas cylinders must not be brought into your home. Many types of LP gas healers are available for 
purchase. Many of diese are intended far utility and use outdoor; in a workshop, shed or garage where 
diere is plenty of combustion air. LP gas cylinders in living units are a hazard to the occupants and 
firefighters who may respond to an emergency and not know of their presence, 

• Prior to installing any new beating equipment read and follow die maoufacturers instructions. Professional 
installation by qualiRed people will reduce die chances of a problem. 

• If you have any type of fire no mater how small call the fire department. Many structure fires start as 
chimney fires. If your smoke alarm or Carbon Monoside alarm sounds call the fire department. Use a fire 
extinguisher only if you can do so safely and have an exit at your back and have someone call the (ire 
department. 

■ Keep fuels such as LP Gas, Kefosene and Gasoline outside your home. Do not store thera in the basement 
or in die house. 

• If you use space heaters make sure they are in good condition and keep ihem away from tilings that may 
bum such as paper, plastic, clothing, furniture, and bedding. 

• Electric heaters should have a label indicating lisring by a recognized lesting laboratory such as UL 
Underwriters Laboratories. Electric space heaters should be used in full compliance with the 
manufacturer's instructions. The use of extension cords tor electric .space heatei-s shoiddbe avoided. 

• Space heatets of any type should not be left un-attended. 

■ Keep your exits clear of ice and snow and do tiot obstruct exits with tiimiture, storage items or appliance.^. 

• Have an emergency effcape plan make sure everyone in your home kug ws the plan and praotioes iu Ilave a 
designated meeting place away from the building.

OPEN BURNING 

Open burning athei than small cooking Rtes is not permitted within (he Cit,v of Rutland unless a permit is issued by 
the Chief Engineer, It is always a good idea to check with I he department if you have a question. 

The reason for this policy is diat Rutland is a detjsely populated community with btiildings close together. In 
addition to the possibility or a fire spreading to a structure there are concerns about air ijuaiity and the nuisance 
smoke can create for people with respiratory problems. 

The policy on issuing burning permits is as follows: 

The only permitted open burning in the city will be: 

• Small fires for cooking, including clean untreated wood, LP gas or Charcoal are allowed without a permit, 

• Fires foreducartonal instttutiuns or conununity events such as bortfires for sporting events. In the case ofu 
bonfire the fire deparmtent stands by while die fire is in progress these fires are typically in more remote 
arefis of the City. 

• Emergency situations as directed by health officials or the Mayor. 

The burning of trash, painted/treated wt)od, shingles, tirca and similar materials is prohibited by state law. 
Only dean, untreated wood can l>e burned al a permitted Tirt', Persons who have un-permitted fires or are 
burning illegal materials are subject to being issued a ticket for violation of the open burning nrdinunee and 
may be subject to additional slate enforcement actions.

We have developed a strategic plan, improved our by-laws, and asked for 
ihe public's input via website and priitted surveys, Additiomdly, we iu'e looking at the effects of changing 
demographics, technology's role in Ujday's communicatiot) artifacts, and how to save those artifacts that will 
been me tomorrow's history. 

feehnology and Digitic/itmn are becoining the underpinning of much of the Stxnety's work. We use technology to 
catalog and produce Finding Aids, A digital format is requited for today's publications, and digitizadon, itself, 
provides a path to preservation by reducing wear on original material. The Society has developed and is now 
implementing its Digitization Plan. We have leased a high volume scanner, and a newly purchased computer will 
jtr^'e as the cataloging and digiLil publication center. Scanning has been completed for the 18G8-1893 Village of 
Rutland Reports, 500 Tidbin From Then and Nim\ die West Rutland Hose Company Records, the 1 888-200 1 West 
RudandTown Reports, the 1S62-I864 Rutland Civil War Draft, the 1904-1906 Rutland basebidt team account 
books, the Rectieation Deparitnent Scrapbook.s, the book Rutland in Retrospect, many Quarterlies, and all Society 
Newsletters, and will continue with the top 10 priority projects identified by the plan. 

Keeping Our House in Order , . . 

As caretaker of the Niekwackett Firehouse the Society perform.? repairs and maintenance which this year included 
f) new bathroom counter and chimney repair. In winter, the city plows the parking lot and a Corrections Departmetit 
team makes stue the walks are cleared. To protect bodi the building and contents, we' ve installed an alert systun 
ftjr extreme temperature and water problems. 

In the Collections Management area the Society processed over 75 incoming donations of historical materials and 
made significant progress with the backlog from prior years.

The Rutland City Police Depanraem is in pursuit of excellence through accredilalion with the Commission on 
Accreditation for Law Enfoaemenl Agencies (GALEA). This objective has required Mme changes in ihe strucuire 
of this unit formerly known as die Administrative Services Unit, as we move forward to realize our goal of 
accreditation. Sergeant Debra Perkins was appointed as the Aetreditaticin Manager in February 201 1 and tetained 
the supervisory responsibilities associated with Anirnal Control, Records and (he Schotil Resource Oflitrcr. Due uo 
budgetary and manpower considerations, the position of Community Policing Coordinator was left vacant and 
several of the previous dudes and responsibilitie.? of the unit were redisuributed lo the other .^ergeani?; witiiin ihe 
department, Accreditation compels agencies to develop, implement and adhere to policies and procedures that meet 
internationally accepted practices. It also provides management with a blueprint for self-improvement and improved 
accountability. For the next three years, it is the respoti,sibiliiy of the Accreditation Manager to review current 
deparbnent poUcies and procedui'cs to bring them into compliance with CALEA standards in preparation for on and 
off site evaluations by CALEA assessors. 

Aiumal Control 

Animal Control Officer Craig Petrie continues to inve.'siigaie complaints involving domestic animals, primarily dogs. 
He assists in some cases with the handling and disposition of non domestic animals exhibiting behavior indicative of 
rabies infection but generally refers citizens with wildlife issues to the Department of Fish and Wildlife. ACO Petrie 
issues civil violation tickets and criminal citations when necessary and works to educate citizens with regard to the 
proper care and control of dieir pets. ACO Petrie's training and experience is derived from more than thirty years in 
the tiumane treatmeni of animals, it is nut uncommon for ACO Peuie to recall I'tom memory the name, address and 
owner information of almost any dog at large in the city. He has a vast network available to him in the field of 
animal control as a result of numerous interactions with various agencies and training opportunities he has taken 
advantage of through the years. 
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Records Clerk Debra PockeUe continues lo provide professional service to the community airi this departmen as 
she carries on with "business a,, usual" in the absence of former Records Clerk Judy Sambrook.

To the Mayor, Board of Alderman and Citizens of Ihe City of Rutland: 

I ara contetTl lo submit the annual report of the activities ajtd aeeomptishments of the Recreation and Parks 
Department for the fiscal year of 2010-201 1 . The Reereation and Paikn Depanmem is proud to provide services 
and opportunities enhancing the overall quality of life for the citizens of Rutland. 

In general, this year proved to he an up and down year for the recteadon departraenL It will tx- 
remembered for three significant events thai all took place between March and June 201 1 . First, in March 201 1 the 
voters in the City of Rtillaud voietl in the afrimraiive to bond for 3.95 million dollare to renovate and expand the 
GiLirgetti Arena lo become a multi-use recreational facility for aU ages. After ten vears of planning and over thirty 
years of need, it appeared that the City was moving forward and matine a positive investment in its liitiire. 
Unfortunately, a segment of (he population was unhappy with the election resulls and decided lo exercise dieii right 
under Vennont Slate law to circulate a petition for a re-vote. Therefore, on May 10* tJte second siajiificant event 
was Ihe reversal of the Gtorgetti bond vole. 

The third .ligjiificani evenl took place in (he month of Jnne 201 1 when the Dana Recreation Center was 
Closed for good. Dana was supposed lo be a shon lerm temporary home for the recreation dcpurtment until wh 
time that a suilabte facility was buill. Dana continued u, gel older and widi even year that passed additional 
components the building continued (o reach their life expectancy and need renovation or repair. Tluj, yeiu the 
state notified as Dial the sprinUer system was in need of a costly upgrade (o meet lodav's codes. This noiice was tht 
su-aw that broke the camel's back. The decision lo close the facility was made und wc moved our oflkes 
temporarily lo ihe Godmck Adutl Center on Deer Street. Wtrii the loss of Dana, (he recreation depanment has 
struggled to tind enough appropriate program space to conlinue to offer the same level of progiamming this 
community has become accustomed lo In June alone, wc managed to find some temporary space ft-om differcni 
organi/alions willing to help us in the short lenii bridge Oiia transitional period. However, as we move forward ihe 
fact renwins, we must have a recreation eenlet lo function properly and continue to provide ihe services that are 
expected and deserved. 

All of our other parks continue lo be niaintaincd and in some case improved when resources are available 
by our mamtenancestaffover the course of ihe year. In particular, inilial steps commenced lo a>pair and repamt the 
tennis and basketball courts at White and Mtmsiignof Connor Paiks. Giorgetti Arena and Pine Hill Park were the 
hub of much o! the activity throughout the year and wdih die addition of portable indoor tarf ai Giorgetti Arena we 
can now provide additional indoor opportunities especially in die months of March and April The pool at While 
Park enjoyed a busy summer once again as Vermont's largest outdoor inunicipai pool The Goditick Adult Cenler 
was ven,' active throughout the year and continues to offer in turay uf fine programming for out adults and at least 
for now has become die home for our entire adminis Native staff, 

The lEcreation department provides programs attracting approximately 10,000 participHnts per vear 
Special events presented by the depanment draw :>0.000 to 25,ry0O people yearly. The larger faciiilies conservatively 
combine for over 85,000 visits per year not including everyday use of the smaller pai-ks. With thai said, this 
depanment continues to explore ways to better serve the residents of die city and provide die quality of life that the 
residents deserve now and in Uie future. Thank you for continuing lo aUow me the privilege to serve you.

II is difficult to single out THE most important event or activity over the past year given a long list that includes financial 
iNsues, new services, staff changes, a new strategic plan, participation in a nadonal library awareness campaign and die 
htrilding work, but a safe bet would be the initiation of long-awaited repairs to the building, 

By spring 201 1 Giancola Construction began to work on replacing roofs, repairing the 1858 sewer system, installing de- 
humid ificalioti in the basement and replacing a failing ductwork system. These repair.^, while not glamorous, had been 
identified as critical, in a longer list prep.ared by NBF Architects in 2009, Voter approval in Majch 2010 had paved die way 
for a USDA grant and low-interest loan to pay for this ittJportaiii work. 

Finances for the library continue to be of concern, The city and towns approved a small increase in March 2010, bnt in March 
201 1 this -wpporl was level funded despite large increases in infrastructure cosU that all businesses and families are also 
struggling with. A,s a result, librarian hotu^ were reduced as was coverage at the help desk and two page positions were 
eliminated. The board continued their annual appeal, adding requests to businesses as well. All donations are welcome al any 
time by check, credit card or online at the library's website. 

Despite the snuggle \a maintain services in a building under repair (re.;ultmg in some necessary but erratic public hours) life 
DID go on. Stoiy' hours, a summer reading program to keep kids reading, a music series for toddlers were among the many 
nlferings forcliildren, while adults had classes on social networking, Microsoft introduction, and the Vermont Humnnilies l" 
Wednesday scries supported in part for the Friends of the Library and the Rutland Regional Medic.il Center, Participation in 
all of these was up, signaling a strong need for free access to information, educarion and entertainment in people's lives, E- 
books were introduced diis year, as were Kindles, otjier-e-readers and f-puds, which are on loan free to everyone with a 
librai y card. The e-readers were the result of a second USDA grant Downloadable books were borrowed at twice the rate of 
books on CDs. 

Library tmstees concentrated on iwo large projects, both important to the sustainability in the years to come. With the help of 
3 respected consultant (and former state libraiian in die rural stale of Wisconsin), tlie board spent siv months working on a 
five yearsUalegic plan tliat was built upon staff perspective, community interviews and an extensive web-based survey. 
Ambitious but carefully tiertjJ tasks are ready for implementation and include goals of expanding services to teens and 
tbildnen, re-thinking the building layout as service needs change, increasing classes and training for adults as new 
technologies emerge and evolve, and planning for stable funding. 

The second project, now familiar to many in ±e community was full participation in the GEEK campaign, a national 
outreach/awareness effort funded by the Bill &. Melinda Gates Foundation, The heart of the effort is lo encourage individunis 
who have a passion lor sotnctliing in their lives make a connection to the library to pursue it. With use comes, perhaps, a 
better understanding of the need for support. Libraries are often taken for granted like air, and like air. quality is often 
compi omised as a result. So posters of local residents have peppered the region, while we gathered hundreds of personal "I 
geek, . ." statements which have demonstrated the huge range of interests in the community. 

Jake Sherman retired, Dan Amsberry left and the net result was two new librarians: Ed Graves was promoted to .Assistant 
Director and Lyndsey Runyan. a Seattle native fi'esh from gradmte school was hired, Theresa Clarke joined the staff as the 
new bookkeeper. Over 40 people volunteered diis year, giving us die equivalent of slightly more than one full-time position. 
We literally couldn't operate without this additiomiJ help. 

Friends of the Library have conbnued to help the library by handling all the book sales, purchasing equiptnent and 
untlerwriting large ticket items like lhe humanities series and the biennial fundrai.ser. Tables of Contenl- Which is scheduled 
ne^t for April ZS'*, 2012. Tliey have been incredibly supportive throughout all libi'ary endeavors. 

The library, supported through lhe genero.sity of donors, underwriters, taxpayers from Rutland City, Rutland Town, Mendwi. 
Ira and Tinmouth. and our terrific Friends of the Ltbrary, is ii hub of information senrces AND a community living room. 
With a strategic plan and the promise of no roof leaks, we are looking forward to the next fiscal year, which will introduce 
self-check and some new services.

Rutland City Public Schools is a learning organization Uiat provides an outstanding etJucational opportunity to 2500 
students at seven schools, two alternative sites, and the Stafford Technical Center. Our superior laeulty and staff 
members focus on the needs of each and every child on a daily basis. Our new District Mission Statement concludes 
wilh this pledgc/belicr: "Every Student. Every Day" What follows is a basic and brief report on die status of the 
system. 

Northeast and Norfhwicst Primary Schools each serve approximately 250 students in the Early Essential Education 
Progrslnr (EEE) through Second Grade. The Pieipoinl Priraar)' Learning Center, located at the foitner regional libiury, 
houses thiM EEE classtooms and is part of the Noithwest/Pierpoint Wtnary School community. 

The Rutland Intermediate School, located on Library Avenue, serves approximately 60!) students in Cir.ttlcs 3-6, The 
Rulland Middle School. aLw located on Library Avenue, serves 300 students in Grades 7 and S. Rulland High School, 
on Stranon Road, serves 1000 students. Approxinialely 230 swdenLs aacnd the full time program at the Stafforc) 
Technical Center, and over 8(X) iidulu lake pai^ in our Adult Eduaition Program. Staffoi-d programs eonlinuc to siupptirt 
educational ond training opportunities for Iwth the youib and adult populations of Rutland County. 

The number of tuition students aliending Rulland High SchotiJ from l^utliinil Town. Meridon, Chitienden, Djinby, Ira, 
Middlclown Springs, Ml. Tabor. Pittsficid, Plymouth and Stockbridge remains strong. Conlinueii progressive 
pmgrammiirg, including a large inimherof Adv;tnccd Placement and honors cmuses, an infusion of nwdem technology, 
the YE.S Plan tind many additional offerings in the Fine Arls. have conirihuieil to the consistenl auraciiveness of Rutland 
High School as the most popuJiu' school of choice for parents and students in Ihc tuition- paying towns. 

The Rudand High School Howe Center Campus serves 40 higjj school students tn an otT-campus altemaltve education 
and seri'ice-leaming program designed to prevent siiidenis from dropping out of school. The RHS/RMS Allen Street 
Catnpus. locaicd on Allen Street, serves appro)iinmU-l>' 40 .st^idenis in gr.-Kle* 7-12 who have had difficulties in adapting 
to a traditional classroonv and school envimnnieni. Thin is a mtxlcl program, which combines academics, aJvcnlure- 
ba.«;d leamine, work and comrauniiy service, and therapeiilic services tor smdents and ilicir tamilies in a way that better 
meets their needs, both in .school and in ihe community. 

We al.so offer an ewen.^ive co-curriciilar program for students from grade 3 through grade 12, fn addition to a 
comprehensive athletics program, there is a wide range of clubs and aeitvities that suppurl student learning and 
development and keep otu children active and safe in tlic aiter-school hours of each day. T!ie Rulland City Fine Arts 
program is one of the finest in the nation, and has been recopized as such on two recent occasions. We invite citizens lo 
attend tlie many music and theatrical performances of our students both in the schools and at the Panimounl Theater, and 
to attend the various visual art displays around the comraimity and at the Chaffee Art Gallery. In addition, the nationally 
recognized Tapcsuy Program serves over 600 children in after-school and summer programming offering extensive 
enrichment, tutorial, couitscling, cultural and rectsational opportunities. 

Each school in Vermont strives to achieve, and is measured against, the Vermont Grade Expectations (GEs), The 
GEs are standards for all students that are measured in a number of ways. First, the stale mandates that students in 
grades 3 through 8 and grade I 1 be assessed using (he New Englanil Common Asscssinent Program (NECAPi. For 
2009. the Rutland City Public Schools as a district and each school individually achieved Vermont's largeted 
standtu'd, known as Adequate Yearly Progress (AYP), for "all smdcnts." Students are also assessed using local tests 
and in class evidence of progress toward ihe same Grade Expectations. These assessments are used to design 
instruction and target intervention, or extra help, for students in need. 

The health and well being of our students is at the forefront of our dioughts. After all, a healthy smdenl will achieve 
more academically than a student carrying a number of risk factors. The 2009 Vermont Youth Risk Behavior 
Survey contains information about the health and hfestyles of students around the state and witliin the Rudand City 
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Public School disirict. We raonitgr the data from this state-generated survey as well as local data to organize our 
health and wellness resources in support of students and families in Rutland. We are extremely proud of our 
ongoing relationships with community health and wellness agencies including Rutland Menud Healili, Rutland 
County Head Start, the Department df Child and Fsmily Services, the Rutland Regional Medical Center, and 
Rutland's Police and Fire Departments. 

Your school district continues to operate in a mode of continuous improvement with a focus on targeted professional 
development and student achievement. As a result, Rutland High School has been recognized as a model 
Professional Leaning Community (PLC). District-wide improvement i.^ focused on six major initiatives: PLC 
developtneni, Response to Intervendon (RTl), Co-Teaching, data-based decision making, "hrain based learning," 
and Posidve Behavior Intervention Systems, These areas are where RCPS is spending its resources to allow our 
schools to evolve una path of continuoiLs improvement for our siudenLi and dte community we serve. 

Our use of instructional technology has expanded greatly tmd we are using Smart Technology to improve teaching 
and teaming, K-t2, We use the AlertNow communication system for important school announcements and in schcx>l 
or community emergencies; this system hastieen very well received throughout rhe community, tn addition, we 
implemented a new student information system (StS) catled Infinite Campus, which allows us to coordinate all 
information relating to students and follow their progress over lime. The Parent Portal of Infinite Campus allows 
detailed informadon about their children to be shared with parents. We urge parents to make use of this important 
tool, 

Rutland City Public Schools strive to otTer an outstanding learning experience at a reasonable per pupil cost to tlie 
city taxpayers. For this school year the distn'ct's per-pupil cost is 7% below die state average for all districts. It is 
important to note that our district ranks 62"^ of the 62 school districts in Vermont in spending on school and district 
administration. In Rutland, we offer an outstanding educational opportunity for all of our children at a lower ct>st 
than the m.xjority of the school di-stricts in the state. 

We look forward ra eoniitiuing to work with ymi, our staff, and the students and famtlie.'t of Rutland City as we 
•Strive to provide the very best possible education for our community, "Every Student, Every Day!"

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Report of the Treasurer's Office -FY 2011 
^endy L. Wilton, Treasurer 

To the Honorable Board of Aldeimen. Mayor & tlie Citizens of Rutland City: 

This year the Treasurer's Report includes the audited financial statements for the year ended June 30, 
20 1 1 . which can be found in appendix XI of this annual report. For the first time in 32 years the auditor's 
opinion of our financial aiateinenis is unqualifieti, sometimes refen ed to as a 'clean' opinion. This is found 
in die Independent Auditors' Report on page 1 in the audit in the appendix. 

Important summary infonnation is detailed in the Management's Discussion and Armlysis, starting on 
page 3. As of June 30. 20 1 1 tlie City'.s Genaal Fund fund balance is $3.8 million, and S3.8 million is 
unassigned, elimijiating the need to boiTow short term for operating capital, despite the damage form 
Irene. Moreover, the City's Government-wide net assets increased by %^ milhon due to improved 
performance oi'the enterprise firnds and a reduction in Other Post-Employmenl Benefits (OPEB) liability 
of S3 million. The reduction in OPEB is due to tlie City's conversion to a high deductible health care plan 
which was agreed to by the Mayor and the craployees. 

White this is good news, there is more tti do. We will continue to address the findings in the audit 
throughout the remainder of die fiscal ) ettr. From a performance standpoint, die long-term liabilities in 
OPEB (now S 12 million) and the City Pension (S23 raillioir, totalj remain as challenges to the City's fiscal 
future. 

Tlic achievement of an unqualified opinion is the eulmination of hard work and perseverance on the 
purl of many individuals, .fames Manning, tie City's Assistant Treasurer worked side by side witli me 
since the day he began to correct the City's accomiiing problems and transition our recordkeeping to a 
new accounting system. Penny Stem. Julie Tripodi, Cathy Cioffi and Dawn Curtis in the Treasurer's 
Office were instrumental in implemeination of die new aecouming system and executing iheir tasks for 
collection, payroll, aceoiiDts payable and receivable, and interfacing with the public. John Coffin's work 
performing bank reconciliations and special projects has provided internal control over the activities of 
the Treasurer and Assistant Treasurer. Our City departments have also worked with us in our constant 
iinprovemem elFons in developing the chart of accotmts to where it is today and developing better 
procedures. 

When 1 sought the office of City Treasurer in 2007 I promised the City residents that we would he 
complianl with government accounting standards, we would provide timely financial reports, and we 
would achieve an unqualified opinion. These goals have now been accomplished. Fiscal transparency, 
Ihaiugh good reporting, is the best way to prevent a recurrence of significant deficits that occurred in die 
past. It also ensures information provided to the governing body and management in order to make sound 
decisions and develop policies relating to financial management. Good reporting in conjunction with the 
Board's policy to maintain an adequate fund balance will serve the City well in years to come.

Where to start. .... honors at the statehouse , the library's 1 25 birthday bash, Vermont Libraries /Trustee of the 
Year, some out-or-thc-hiillpark statistics, a substantial gift from a former Rutland resident, wrap-up of the 
building repairs, panieipation in the Halloween Parade, an exciting strategic plan, or incremental technology 
changes? 

Since all of the above stems from the hiird work of a group of dedicated women who formed die library 
Bssneiation in 1 S86. it seems apprupnatc to start with this birth and to thank the eoinmunity who has supported 
public library services for twelve and a half decades. In May the state legislature recognized the history, legacy 
and forward-looking approach to «;rviec with a formal docunieni of appreciation and a standing ovation. This 
came on the heels itl' library trustee Pat Hunter's designation by the Vermont Library Trustees Association as 
Trastee of die Year, noting het extraordinary efforts in guiding an ambitious strategic plan through the shoals of 
financial support, starting shrirtages, and rapidly evolving expectations from the community. 

The plan is a logical next step since it outlines six major goals: Wonder & Discovery (children). Insight & Delight 
(adults I, Global Connections (digital worid). Preserving & Sharing Our Heritage (local history), Comitiunity 
Engageiiieiii, and Sustainable. Behind these poetic labels lies a robust plan for examining changing needs and user 
habits in order to pntvide collections, services, digital access and. yes, even space needs in more meaningful 
ways. The plan has the trustees and staff actively working on funding issues, space planning and new services 
over the next 5 years. 

The 1 ^ centiu^ post office and courthouse has received the first of several major repairs, including replacing pre- 
civil v^ar .sewer lines, new moh, and a dchumidifi cation Siystcra, thanks to voter suppoit. 

But the library is more than a building, particularly in the 2 1" century as readers and researchers access 
information differently. This year we added an email newsletter, a mobile app for Smaitphone users lo look at 
library holdings, set up Librarj' Elf which notifies bomowers on their phones or through their email of books being 
held for them alsn warning of upcoming due dates. Twitter, expanded our Facebook presence and tweaked the 
website. We added some exciting new databases, including Consumer Repi.nts, Chilton's Automotive Repairs, 
Universal Classes and Pbwerspeak Languages. With a USD A grunt we installed ;t self-check machine so that 
bontiwers can check out their chosen materials with some privacy and within nine months over a diird of all items 
checked out were handled this way. 

And yet,. .the building/library is also clearly a community living room where people hang out. connect, retreat, 
share and come li> learn. We see tutors, das.ses of students, scttuts, more teens and many more visitors coming in 
as a family group. We cleared space la put in more desks lor laptop users ami added some much needed wiring to 
help with the laptop power needs. 

Teaching to help with the myriad issues of digital access Wiis significantly ramped up this year. An ongoing series 
(Tech Boot Camp) trained novices on email, basic computer use md printing, web searches, and e-ktok 
downloading. We also partnered with Vtel to offer one-ounone training throughout the summer on an appointment 
basis. 

To the stellar 1 " Wednesday Humanities scries and story hours we have added the 2nd Wednesday Community 
Cinema series by collaborating with die newly formed Rutland Film Society, and began plans to collaborate with 
die Castleton Friends of the Library and our Friends for the second .season of Science Pub offerings to be held in 
both communilies. 
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Continued financial lax suppori from Rutland City. Rutland Town, Mcndon, Ira and Tinniouih remains the 
backbone of a very lean financial bcriy. Iii Eiddition to the annual ftind campaign the Board held the fourtli Tables 
ol Content event and is planning on a Mini-Golf event (in die library I) ttiis coming year. Funds for bool^^ 
databa.ics and ail odier digital content come from the Nella Grimin Fox fund. The librarv received a .second 
substantial gift from Mary Ogden. who grew up in Rutlfind. designated for services to Rutland's youdi Our 
Fnends of the Library have sold thomands of books to help the library with operaiionaJ costs, in addition to 
buying equipment and furniture outside the bounds of our light budget. 

And what of those staHstics? At the Help Desk tech assistance questions ro.se 252%, We have increased progrmn 
offenngs by 38% and seen corresponding attendance increase by 65%. People are still reading and enjoying 
hooks, but now m a vanety of formats. The use of downloadable audio books and e-books increased by 64%. 

!n the coming year we will be migrating to a new ILS (integrated library sy.stem) to increase access and reduce 
annual maintenance costs. This exciting project will open up holdings from Brattlehoro, Ludlow Springfield 
Waterbiiry and eventually the state library directly to Rutland users through a consortium model OtJier libraries 
will be added on after the first year. The library is al.w slated to receive high fiber optic cabling which can be 
shared throughout the community with the library as the connector hub as part of a massive federal grant written 
and received by the stale library and several other state agencies. 



Whew! Quite a year, with more to come.

Rutland City Public Schools is a learning organization that provides an outstanding educational 
opportunity to 2.11X) students at seven schools, two alteraalivc sites, and die Stafford Technical Center. 
Our superior faculty and staff members focus on the needs of each and every child on a daily basis. Our 
new District Mission Statement concludes with this pledge/behef: "Every Student, Every Day," What 
follows is a basic and brief report on the status of the system. 

Northeast and Northwest FVimary Schools each serve approximately 230 students in the Early Essential 
Education Program (EEE) dirough Second Grade, The Pierpoint Primary Learning Center, located at the 
former regiminal library, houses three BEE classrooms and is part of the Ntirthwest/Pierpoint Primary School 
communiiy. 

The Rudand Intermediate School, located on Library Avenue, serves approidmately 600 sludenU in (jrades 
3-6. The Rutland Middle School, also located on Library Avenue, serves 300 students in Grades 7 and 8, 
Rutland High School, on Stratton Road, serves 950 students. Approximately 270 students auend the full time 
program at the Stafford Technical Center, and over 8tK) adults take part in our Adult Education Ingram. 
Stid"'ford programs continue to support educauonal and training opportunities for both the youdi and adult 
populations of Rudand County, 

The number of tuition students attending Rutland High School from Rutland Town, Mendon. Chittenden, 
Danby, Ira, Middletown Springs, Mt, Tabor. Pittsfield, Ptyiiioulh and Stockbridge remains strong. Contmued 
progressive progran lining, including a large number of Advanced Placement and honors courses, an infusion 
of modem technology, the development of STEM and Global Studies Academies, the YES Plan and m;my 
addilicinid offerings in the Fine ,^rts, have contributed to the consistent attractiveness of Rutland High School 
as tlie most popular school of choice for pai'ents and students in die tuition-paying towns. 

The Rulliind High School Howe Center Campus serves 40 high school students in an otT-campus alternative 
education and service-learning program designed to prevent students Irotu dropping out of school, Tiie 
RHS/RMS Allen Street Campus, located on Allen Street, serves approximately 40 students in grades 7-12 
who have had difficulties in adapting to a traditional classroom and sciiool environment. This is a model 
program, which combines academics, adventure-based learning, work and community service, and 
therapeutic services for students and their families in a way that betier meets dieir needs, both in school and in 
the community. 

We also offer an extensive co-curricularprogriim for students from grade 3 through gi'ade 12, In addition to a 
compiiehensivc athletics program, there is a wide range of clubs and activities that support student learning 
and development and keep our children active and safe in die after-school hours of each day. The Rutliuid 
City Fme Arts program is one of the finest in the nation, and has been recognaed as such on two reccni 
occasions. We invite citia'ns to attend the many music and theatrical peribmrances of our students both in 
the schools and at the Paraniouiii Theater, and to attend the various visual an displays around tlie community 
and at the ChalTee Art Gallery. In addition, the nationally recogniml Tapestry Program sei-ves over 600 
children in after-school and summer programming offering extensive enrichment, mtorial. counseling, 
cultural and recreational opportunities. 

Tlie health and well being of our students is at the forefroni of our thoughts. After all, a healthy student 
will achieve more academically than a .student carrying a number of risk factors. The 2011 Vernwnl 
Youth Risk Behavior Survey contains infbnmlion alwut the health and lifestyles of suidentii around the 
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state Euid within the Rutland City Public School district. We monitor the data Irom this istate-gencraled 
survey as well as local data to organize our health aiid wellness resources in support of students and 
families in Rutland. We are extremely proud of our ongoing relationships with community health and 
wellness agencies including Rutland Mental Health. Rutland County Head Start, the Department of Child 
and Family Services, the Rutland Regional Medical Center, and Rutland's Police and Fire Departments. 

Each year in the state of Vermont schools are measured using the New England Comprehensive 
Assessment Program (NECAP). The NECAP was created in accordanee with Federal Law as a one- lime 
standards hased test that all Vennont children in grades 3-8 and 1 1 must take. From die NECAP Jesuits 
die Vermont Departjnent of Education creates a score lo deienTiine Adequate Yearly Progress (AYP) for 
each school. Schools must report their AYP standing to the public. Tlie 2012 AYP decision for 21)12 
displayed that Rudand Middle School met AYP for all students and sub-groups in reading. The 
remainder of the AYP results was that Nonhcitst, Northwest, Rutland Intermediate School, Rutland 
Middle School (madi), and Rutland High School did not achieve die AYP objective. As a I'esult of our 
AYP standing, all schools and Ihe Rudand Cily Public School District are undertaking an improvement 
process provided by the Department of Education named Green Mountain Star, The result of the work 
will be a Iwo-year itnprovemeni plan. The plan will be completed by .lune 2013. 

Your school district continues to opeiate in a mode of continuous improvement with a focus on targeted 
professional development and student achievement. As a result. Rutland High School has been recognized 
nationally us a model Professional Leaning Community (PLC). District-wide improvement is focused on 
six major initiatives: PLC development, Response to Intervention (RTl). Co-Teaching, data-based 
decision making, "brain based learning," and Positive Behavior Intervention Systems (PBIS). all of which 
are supported by cutting-edge technology. These areas are where RCPS is spending its resources to allow 
our schools to evolve on a path of continuous improvement Iw our students and ihe community we serve. 

Our use of instructional technology has ejcpajided greatly and we arc using Smtui Technology to improve 
teaching and learning, K-12. We use the AlertNow communication system for important school 
announcements and in school or eonnnunity emergencies; this system has been very well received 
throughoul the community. In addition, we implemented a student information systetn (SIS) called 
Infinite Campus, which allows us to coordinate all information relating to students and follow their 
progress over time. The Parent Portal of Inllnile Campus allows detailed information about their children 
lo be shared with parents. We urge parents to make use of this important tool. 

Rutland Cily Public Schools strive lo offer iui outstanding learning experience at a reasonable per pupil 
cost to the city taxpayers. For this school year the district's pcr-pupil cost is 7% below the state average 
for all districts. It is important to note lhai our disu^ict ranks 62'"^ of the 62 school districts in Vermont in 
spending on school and district adminisU'ation. bi Rulland, we offer an outstanding educational 
opportunity for all of our children at a lower cost than the majority of the school districts in the state. 

We look forward to condnuing to work with yoti, our staff, smd the students and families of Rutland City 
as we strive to provide the very hssi possible education for our community, "Every Student, Every Day!"

To The Honorable Board of Aldermen, Mayor and the Citizens of Rutland City: 

I am pleased to report that the financial condition of the city is sound for the year ended Jtnie 30, 
2012. Audited financial statements, if not included in this repon ai the time of printing, will he 
available on the city website — www.rmiandciiy.com, under City Depanmentii/Treasurer s 
Office/financial reports, or through our office as soon as Ihey are completed. The audit is ahead 
of schedule and wilt be completed on a timely basis to meet state and federal compliance 
requirements. 

Ba.sed on preliminary year end results it appears that the fund balance of the General Fund is will 
be slightly more than last year's $3,8 million. Of this amount aboui S2.6 million is unassigned, 
which provides the working capital needed to operate the City without the need to borrow short 
term funds, thus saving interest charges. Tliere have been questions from citizens about ihe fund 
biJaiice and if the City has "too much" money. Since 2009 as the tax rale is set by the Board of 
Aldemien, excess amounis have been refunded lo the taxpayers through a reduction in the rate 
for the ensuing year to keep the imassigiied fimd balance at appropriate levels. For FY 2013 
$870,000 of the fund balance was allocated to reduce the lax rate. This process of reducing the 
unassigned ftind balance ensures the city is not retaining excess funds. 

The city's Government-wide net assets will increase again this year due to increases in fised 
assets and a reduction in OPEB (Otlier Posl-Eraployment Benefits). Increases in fixed assets are 
related to infrastructure improvements. The reduction in OPEB is a change in the long-tenn 
liability as.sociated with health care coverage for city retirees. Due to the conversion to a high 
deductible health care plan, die city experienced reductions in this long tenn liability by about $6 
million in FY 201 1 and in FY 2012 combined as the pian was fully implemented. The OPEB 
liabiUty is $9.5 million as of FY 2012. 

The remaining significant financial issue for the city is unfunded liabilities associated with the 
pension plans, including both school and municipal employees. As of January 1, 2012 the 
unfunded liability for the pension is $23,133,299 which represents a funded status of 72.02% for 
the pension as a whole. The unfunded liability for school employees is $! 1 ,726,640 for 781 
participants, including active and terminated employees and retirees. The unfunded liability for 
the municipal employees is $ 1 1 ,406,660 for 274 participants. The funded status for the school 
and municipal portion of the pension is 76.52% and 65. 1 7% respectively. Changes have been 
made by the school and its employees to reduce the prospective benefits and increase 
contributions as of FTf 201 1 and 2012 which has resulted in improvements in the funded status.

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the 
business-type activities, the aggregate discretely presented component units, each major fund, 
and die aggregate remaining fiand information of the City of Rutland, Vermont, as of and for the 
year ended June 30, 2011, which collectively comprise the City's basic financial statements as 
listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are die responsibility of the City of 
Rutland, Vermont's management. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial 
statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement. 
An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in 
the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We befieve that our audit provides a reasonabte basis for our opinions. 

In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, 
the respective financial position of the governmental activities, the business-type activities, each 
major fund, and the aggregate remaining ftmd information of the Ci ty of Rutland, Vermont as of 
June 30, 2011. and the respective changes in financial position, and where applicable, cash fiows 
thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in 
the United States of America. 

As discussed in Note IV.G to the financial statements, the City has changed its measurement of 
the value of long-term receivables during fiscal year ended June 30, 201 1. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued a report dated February

reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, coniracts, 
and grant agreements and other matters.

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that 
collectively comprise the City of Rutland, Vermont's financial statements as a whole. The 
combining and individual non-major governmental funds financial statements are presented for 
purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the financial statements. The 
combining and individual non-major governmental fiinds financial statements are the 
responsibility of management and were derived fi'om and relate directly to the underlying 
accounting and other records used to prepare the financial statements. The information has been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the financial statements and certain 
additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling sucb information directly to the 
underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the financial statements or to the 
financial statements themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing 
standards generally accepted in the United States of America.

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MANAGEMENT'S DISCUSSION AND ANALYSIS 
FISCAL YEAR ENDED JUNE 30, 2811 



Presented here is Management's Discussion & Analysis report for the City of Rutland, Vermont for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 201 1. Responsibility for both the accuracy of the data and the completeness 
and fairness of this presentation, including all disclosures, rests witli management. To the best of our 
knowledge and belief the data contained herein is accurate in all material respects. This data is reported 
in a manner designed to fairly present die City's financial position and the result of operations of the 
various flinds of the City. All disclosures necessary to enable the reader to gain an accurate 
understanding of the City's financial activities have been included. 

Tlie City is responsible for establisliing an accounting and tmenial control stmcture designed to ensure 
that the physical, data, informational, intellecmal, and human resource assets of the City are protected 
ftora loss, theft, and misuse and to ensure that adequate accounting infomiation is maintained and 
reported in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). Management also strives 
to ensure that these assets are put to good and effective use. The internal control structure is designed to 
provide reasonable assurance that these objectives are attained. 

Financial His hll fi hla 

• The assets of the City of Rutland exceeded liabilities at June 30, 201 1 by $29,626,062, 
comprised of investment in capital assets, net of related debt and restricted fimds, 

• The City's total net assets increased due to an increase in cash in both governmental and 
the proprietary flinds and a reduction in both current and long term liabilities. 

• Total unrestricted net assets in the proprietary ftmds are a deficit of S490,439 at year end, 
an improvement of $3,613,122 fi-om the prior year. 

• The City's General Fund fund balance increased by $9,889. A budgeted decrease of 
$725,744 was expected, due to the application of prior year's surplus toward the tax rate. 

• The General Fund fund balance at year end is $3,840,583 or 22.13% of General Fund 
revenues, and the unassigned fund balance in the General Ftmd was $2,794,074 or 
16.10% of Genera] Fund revenues. 

• The City implemented GASB stateitient 54 which changes the terminology and 
classifications used in reporting governmental fimd balances, for greater clarity and 
compliance with standards, 

• The Water Fund and Sewage Disposal Fimd had cash at June 30, 2011, whereas no 
proprietary fund had cash at the end of the prior year. 
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Overview of the Financial Statements 

The financial statements presented herein include all of the activities of the City using the 
integrated approach as prescribed by G ASB Statement 34. 

This discussion and analysis is intended to serve as an introduction to the City's financial 
statements. The basic financial statements comprise three components: 

1 . Government-wide financial statements 

2. Fund financial statements 

3. Notes to the basic financial statements 

Government-Wide Financial Statements 

The government-wide financial statements are designed to provide readers with a broad 
overview of the City's finances, in a manner similar to most private- sector companies. ^ 

The statement of net assets presents information on all of the City's assets and liabilities, with 
the difference between the two reported as net assets. Over time, increases and decreases in net 
assets may serve as a lisefiil indicator of whether the financial position of the City is improving 
or deteriorating. 



The statement of activities presents information showing how the government's net assets 
changed during the most recent fiscal year. All of the current year's revenue and expenses are 
taken into account regardless of when cash is received or paid. 

Fund Financial Statements 

A fiind is a grouping of related accounts that is used to maintain control over resources that have 
been segregated for specific activities or objectives. The City uses finid accounting to ensure and 
demonstrate compliance with finance- related legal requirements. All the funds of the City can 
be divided into three categories: governmental fimds, proprietary funds, and fiduciary funds. 

Governmental fimds are used to account for essentially the same fiinctions reported as 
governmental activities in the government- wide financial statements. However, unlike the 
government-wide financial statements, governmental ftmd financial statements focus on current 
period inflows and outflows of spendable resources, as well as spendable resources available at 
the end of the fiscal year. Such infonnation may be useful in evaluating the City's near-term 
financing requirements. 

Because the focus of governmental funds is narrower than that of the government- wide financial 
statements, it is useful to compare the information presented for governmental funds with similar 
information presented for governmental activities in the government-wide financial statements. 
By doing so, readers may better understand the long-term impact of the government's near-term 
financing decisions. Both the governmental fund balance sheet and the statement of revenues, 
expenditures, and changes in flmd balances provide a reconciliation to facilitate this comparison 
between the governmental activities statement of net assets and statement of activities.

The City maintains sixteen individual governmental Funds. Information is presented in the governmental 
fund balance sheet and the statement of revenues, expenditures, and changes in ftind balances for the 
General Fund, which is considered a major fimd. The remaining noo-major government fimds are 
included in supplemental schedules. 

The City adopts an annual appropriation budget for its General Fund. A budgetary comparison has been 
provided for the General Fund with adopted budget to demonsttate compliance with the budget. 

The City has seven fiduciary funds which are used to account for resources not owned by the City. 
Fiduciary ftinds are not reflected in the government- wide financial statements because the resources of 
those funds are not available to support the City's own programs. 

Notef to the Basic Financial Statements 

The notes provide additional information thai is essential to a full understanding of the data provided in 
the government-wide and fund financial statements.

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Government-wide Financial Analysis 

Net assets increased $6,549,090 for the year ended June 30, 201! . Net assets for year ended 
Jime 30, 2010 were restated due to recognition of loss on present value of notes receivable due the City 
from community development housing projects. At year end the City of Rutland is able to report positive 
total net assets balances, for the government as a whole as well as for its governmental and business-type 
activities. 

The net assets of the City of Rutland reflect its investment in capital assets (land, buildings and systems, 
improvements other than buildings, machinery and equipment, and infrastructure) iess any related debt 
outstanding used to acquire those assets. The City of Rutland uses those assets to provide services to 
citizens; consequently they are not available for fiiture spending. Although the City of Rutland's 
investment in its capital assets is reported net of related debt, it should be noted that the resources needed 
to pay this debt must be provided from other sources, since capital assets themselves cannot be used to 
liquidate these liabilities. 

Governmeptal Futtds 

At June 30, 2011 the City of Rutland's governmental funds reported combined fimd balance of 
$7,777,389, an improvement of $995,674 over the prior period. The governmental fiinds are comprised 
of the General Fund and non-major government hmds such as the Equipment Replacement Futid, Fire 
Equipment Fund, Zamias Fund, and others used for special piuposes. The Chy of Rutland maintains 
sixteen governmenial flinds. Of these only the General Fund is considered to be a major governmental 
fund. 

Genera/ Fund- Fund Balance 

The General Fund shows a fund balance of $3,840,583 at June 30, 2011. The fijnd balance at June 30, 
20 10 is $3,830,694. Therefore, the General Fund fimd balance increased $9,889.

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General Fund Budget vs. Actual 

Final actual revenues exceeded budgeted revenues by $1,433,151 before transfers. All sources of revenue 
mcludmg grant revenues, were higher than expected except for taxes, PILOT, and charges for services' 
General tax revenues were lower than expected due to delinquencies at year end. enors and omissions' 
and other adjustments affecting the grand list, hicreases in grant revenue were consumed by increased 
expenditures m grant programs. As a result of delinquent payments collected, penalties and interest 
revenue exceeded budget by 30%. Fines and forfeitures exceeded budget by 77% due to increased traffic 
ticket revenue, as the Town of Rutland paid the amount due tlie City earlier than expected, and increased 
collector s fees. 

Final actual e.Kpenditures were higher than budgeted amounts by $517,518. Certain City departments 
postal signihcantly tower expenses than budgeted, including City Clerk, Treasurer, Attorney, Buildina 
and Zoning, Police, Fire, Highways, DPW Administration, and some Recreation divisions. Health care 
insurance costs were reduced by changing the City's plan design in January 201 1, which contributed to 
ower costs in several departments. Some departments saw reductions to staff due to reUrements and 
terminations, which reduced actual costs by year end. Some departments exceeded budget, including' 
Executive, Community Development, and Giorgetti Park due to grant expenditures, which were offset by 
grant revenues, bcreases in Libraries relate to a capital improvement project for the library building 
completed m FY 2012, and increases in Government Buildings was primarUy due to an increase in 
insurance premiums for property and casualty coverage. 

The General Fund has an excess of revenue over expenditures of $915,633. After operating transfers the 
net mcrease to fiind balance was $9,889. TTie City planned a deficit of $725,744 by application of a prior 
year General Fund surplus of 5900,000 to stabilize the tax rate. This planned deficit was largely offset by 
the excess of revenue over expenditures which minimized the impact to die fund balance by year end

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Proprietary Funds 

The City ofRutland maintains three proprietary funds: Water Fund, Sewage Disposal Fund, and 
the Parking Meter Fund. The proprietary flinds report the same fimctions as the business-type 
activities in the government- wide financial statements. 

Overall the proprietary funds experienced an increase in net assets of $ 1 ,470,906 over the prior 
fiscal year, of which $771,488 was due to an increase in cash in Water Fund and Sewage 
Disposal Fluid. Unrestricted net assets are negative for the proprietary fitnds overall, at a deficit 
of $490,439 at Jime 30, 2011, an improvement of $3,613,122 over the prior year. Despite ihe 
improvement in unrestricted net assets, the negative number indicates net assets of the 
proprietary funds are represented primarily by capital assets. 

The City sets water and sewer rates in conjunction with the approval of the budgets for the Water 
Fund and the Sewage Disposal Fund. Parking rates and fines are established by City ordinances. 

The City presented a statement of cash flows for the proprietary funds for the year which 
demonstrates that total cash at June 30, 201 1 is $771,488 for all funds combined, whereas no 
proprietary fund had cash at June 30, 2010. Accounts receivable decreased by $366,039 at year 
end due to slightly better collection and a write down of uncollectible accounts in the Parking 
Meter Fund. The City utilizes a pooled cash account for the General Fund and the proprietary 
funds. The City reports cash balances of the proprietary ftinds in the pooled cash account to 
governance monthly.

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Capital Assets 

The City considers a capital asset lo be an asset whose costs exceed $5,000 and has a useful life 
of greater than five years. Assets are depreciated using the straight-line method over the course 
of their useful lives. Additions to capital assets were made in FY 2011 totaling $1,938,621 in 
Governmental activities and $958,971 in Business-type (proprietary funds) activities. 
Accumulated depreeiation exceeded additions in the proprietary funds. Some assets were 
reclassified for greater clarity as part of an ongoing process to improve reporting of capital assets 
since the adoption of GASB 34. 

Lon^-Term Obligations 

At June 30, 201 1 the City had a reduction in bonds payable of $1,707,035 over the prior period 
and total long term debt was $15,129,185 at year end. During the year several changes occurred 
10 the City's long term debt structure: 

• A 5.82% current expense note, originally taken to refund a $5 million deficit, was 
refinanced to a new current expense note of $6 million, at 3.6%, to be repaid in 10 years. 
The amount of the new note refiecls the remaining balance of the original deficit note 
plus addifional costs of the water plant roof repair and litigation which exceeded the SRF 
bond limits. The repayment obligation is split 75/25% between the Water Fund and the 
Sewage Disposal Fund, based on each fund's portion of the debt. 

• The $5.7 million SRF Bond, used to fund water plant roof repairs, was reduced to $1.9 
million by the application of a $3.8 million legal settlement received by the City from 
litigation pertaining to the repair. 

• The City issued a new bond for sevi'cr repairs for repairs to the sewer systems on West 
and Crescent Streets in an amount of $462,500. 

• The City has several capital leases for the use of phoiocopiers. Future minimum 
payments on these capital leases are identified in footnote IV.H.2. 

The City had no short term debt outstanding at year end. 

As of January 1 . 2011 the City pension was 70.47% fiinded. Despite market gains, and a 
prospective reduction to the School employees' benefit, the deficiency of assets over unfimded 
actuarial accrued liabilily remained comparable lo the prior year at $23,606,406. The Board of 
Education (Rutland Public Schools) liability reduced to $12,514,970 from $12,758,660 in FY 
2010. and the City (municipal government, not schools) liabihty increased to $11,091,436 fi-om 
$10,991,809 in FY 2010. 

Other post-employment benefits (OPEB) unfiinded actuarial accrued liability at June 30, 2011 
was $12,290,283 for City (not Rutland Public Schools) employees and retirees, a reduction of 
$3,153,561 due to increases in employee healthcare contributions for all active employees and a 
conversion to a high deductible health care plan effective January 1 , 20 1 1 . 

Economic Factors. Tax Rates and 2011 Budget 

The soft economic climate continued to affect revenues for most municipalities in the region, 
state and the nation, although some indicators improved sliglitly during FY 2011. The 
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unemployment rate for the Rutland region was 7.6% in June 2010 and was 7.1% in June 201 1, 
according to the Vermont Department of Labor. The median year-round home price in Rutland 
County was $148,000 in 2010, reflecting somewhat lower household incomes in the region 
compared to other areas, except northeastern Vermont.

The grand list value at beginning of year (BOY) is value at the time the rates are applied to 
create the billing file; the value for the end of year is the grand list value at the fiscal year end. 

Tax rates for FY 2011 increased for municipal and education appropriations over FY 2010. 
The homestead education tax increased from $1.2608 to SI .3792, a 9.39% increase, and non- 
residential education tax rate increased fi-om $1.5625 to $1.6314. The municipal rate increased 
from $12637 to $1.3094 an mcrease of 3.61%, approved by the voters for the first time though a 
change to the City charter. Increases to the municipal budget related to increases in insurance 
costs and paving expenses. The Board of Aldermen appfied a prior year surplus of $900,000 
toward the FY 201 1 budget to minimize the lax rate increase at the time the tax rates were set in 
July 2010. 

Other financial notes of interest: 

• The City has established a policy to maintain the General Fund fund balance to a 
minimum of 10% and a maximum of 15% of annual revenues in order avoid excessive 
surplus or deficits in the fiiture. 

• The City exceeded its operating budget in both revenue and expenditures yielding a 
significant surplus. The City will apply $500,000 toward the FY 2012 revenue budget to 
stabilize the municipal tax rate in accordance with the policy established. 

■ The City resolved die inter-ftind loan due the General Fund from the Parking Meter Fund 
in an amount of $297,858 subsequent to year end, which will improve the net assets of 
the Parking Meter Fund, 

• Tropical Storm Irene, which impacted the City's water system, recreation facilities, and 
some roads and bridges, occurred in August 201 1 . Repairs occurred in FY 2012 and die 
City expects to receive funding to offset these costs. Final reimbursement amounts may 
not be knovm until FY 2013, 
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Comparative Analysis: 

Increased current assets and a reduction of City's OPEB liability liave increased bodi total net 
assets and unrestricted net assets for die government-wide financial statements as compared ta 
the pnor year. 

In general, die year ended June 30, 201 1 is more comparable to the prior fiscal year than we^ 
previous years, due to the cumulative impact of necessary prior period adjustments and 
restatements before FY 2010 and better classification of activity that took place in bodi FY 
2010 and FY 2011.

Note L Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 

A, Reporting Entity 

The City of Rutland is a mimicipal government with an elected mayor and Board of Aldermen. 
The accompanying financial statements present the government and its component unit entity for 
which the government is considered to be financially accountable. The component unit is a 
discretely presented component unit reported in a separate column of the government-wide 
financial statements. 

The accounting policies of tlie City of Rutland, Vermont conform to generally accepted 
accounting principles applicable to governmental units. 

The City of Rutland, Vermont (the City), has adopted the accounting and financial reporting 
standards established by the Goventmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB). Proprietary 
Rmds apply Financial Accounting Standards Board (FASB) pronouncements and Accounting 
Principles Board (APB) opmions issued on or before November 1989, uiUess those 
pionouncements conflict with or contradict GASB statements. The City's reporting entity does 
not apply FASB pronouncements or APB opinions issued after November 30, 1 989. 

B. Reporting Activities 

The City, for fmancial reporting purposes, includes all of the fiinds relevant to the operations of 
the City of Rutland. The financial statements presented herein do not include entities which have 
been formed under applicable state laws or separate and distinct units of govertiment apart from 
the City of Rutland. 

Tlie financial statements of the City do not include those of separately administered entities tliat 
are not controlled by or dependent on die City. Such control or dependence (oversight 
responsibility) is determined on the basis of five basic characteristics: financial interdependency. 
selection of governing authority, designation of management, ability to significantly influence 
operations, and accountability for fiscal matters. 

Based upon the foregoing criteria, the financial statements of the following entities are excluded 
from the accompanying financial statements; 

Rutland Public School District Rutland Free Public Library Association 

Rutland Regional Planning Commission Rutland County Sohd Waste District 

Rutland Regional Ambulance Service, Inc. Marble Valley Regional Transit Authority 

Rutland Area Visiting Nurses Association and Hospice 
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Note 1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (continued) 

B. Reporting Activities (continued) 

These entities are not part of ihe City's reporting entity because the City exercises no oversight 
responsibility and has no accountability for fiscal matters. The significant factors for exclusion 
are: the directors are elected either directly by the registered voters or internally from the boards; 
the City cannot significantly influence the entity's operations; the entities iiave distinct budgetary 
authority; the entities control surpluses and deficits; the City is not responsible for the entity's 
debts; and the entities are responsible for fiscal management and fee determination. 

Based on the same criteria, the following entity is considered a component unit of the City of 
Rutland: 

Rutland Redevelopment Authority 

The Rutland Redevelopment Authority is a special-purpose municipal corporal ion formed in 
1989 to promote economic opportunity and planning within the City of Rutland, Vermont. It is 
governed by a Board of Commissioners appointed by the City Mayor and Board of Alderman. 

The organization levies a special assessment tax which is collected and administered by the City 
of Ru I land. 

C. Government-Wide and Fund Financial Statements 

The government-wide financial statements include the statement of net assets and the statement 
of activities. These statements report financial information of the City as a whole. Individual 
funds are not displayed; but the statements distinguish governmental activities, generally 
supported by taxes and City general revenues, from business-type activities, generally financed 
in whole or in part with fees charged to external customers. 

The statement of activities reports the expenses of a given fimction offset by program revenues 
directly connected with the functional program. A fiinction is an assembly of similar acfivities 
and may include portions of a fund or .summarize more than one fiind to capture the expenses 
and program revenues associated with a distinct fiinctional activity. Program revenues include; 
(I) charges for services which report fees, fines, and forfeitures and other charges to users of the 
City's services; (2) operating grants and contributions which finance annual operating activities 
including restricted investment income; and (3) capital grants and contributions which ftmd the 
act^uisition, construction, or rehabilitation of capital assets and include fees to developers, These 
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Note 1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (continued) 

C. Government-Wide and Fund Financial Statements (continued) 

revenues are subject to externally imposed restrictions to program uses. Taxes and other revenue 
sources not included with program revenues are reported as general revenues. 

The fiduciaiy funds of the City are not included in the government-wide financial statements; 
separate financial statements are presented and included here. 

Fund financial statements are provided for governmental, proprietary, and fiduciary fiinds. 
Major individual governmental and proprietary funds are reported in separate columns. The 
remaining non- major ftmd information is presented in supplementary schedules. 

D. Measurement Focus, Basis of Accounting, and Financial Statement Presentation 

1. Measurement Focus: The government-wide statements report using the economic resources 
measurement focus and the accrual basis of accounting, generally including the reclassification 
or elimination of internal activity (between or within funds). However, internal eliminations do 
not include utility services provided to City departments. Proprietary and fiduciary fiinds also 
report using this same focus and basis of accounting. Revenues are recorded when earned and 
expenses are recorded when a liability is incurred, regardless of the timing of related cash flows. 
I Grant revenues are recognized when grantor eligibility requirements are met. 

Governmental fund financial statements report using the current financial resources measurement 
focus and the modified accrual basis of accounting. Revenues are recognized when ihey are both 

I measurable and available. Available means collectible within the current period or soon enough 
thereafter to pay current liabilities. The City considers all revenues available if they are collected 
within sixty (60) days af^er yearend. Expenditures are recorded only when payment is due. 
General capital asset acquisitions are reported as expenditures in governmental fiinds. Proceeds 

j of general long-term debt are reported as other financing sources. 

Operating income reported in proprietary fimd financial statements includes revenues and 
expenses related to the primaiy operations of the iiind. Operating revenues for these funds are 
charges to customers for services. Operafing expenses are the costs of providing goods or 
services and include administrative expenses and depreciation of capita! assets. Other revenues 
and expenses are classified as non-operating in the financial statements. 

I Property taxes, sewer usage fees, and water usage fees are recognized under the susceptible-to- 
accrual concept in accordance with Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) 
pronouncements. Miscelianeous revenues and fees are recorded as revenue when received in 
cash because they are generally not measurable until actually received. Investment earnings are 
recorded as earned since they are measurable and available.

D. Measurement Focus, Basis of Accounting, and Financial Statement Presentation 
(continued) 

3, Basis of Accounting and Presentation: The accounts of tlie City are organized on the basis of 
hands, each of which is considered to be a separate accounting enlitv. The operations of each 
fund are accounted for by providing a separate set of self-balancing accounts, which are 
comprised of each ftmd's assets, liabilities, fmd equity, revenues, and expenditures or expenses 
as appropriate. Government resources are allocated io and for individual funds based upon the 
purpose for which they are to be spent and the means by which spending activities are controlled. 

Equity is reported in three components: invested in capital assets net of related debt, restricted 
and unrestricted in the government- wide financial statements and nonspendable. restricted' 
committed, assigned, and unassigned in the f\ind financial statements. 

Governmental Yumi'^ - These funds are used to account for the programs and activities of the 
governmental functions of the City. 

General Fund : The General Fund is the general operating fimd of the City. It is used to 
account for all financial resources except those required to be accounted for in another flmd, and 
includes the pubhc safety, culture and recreation, and administrative operations of the City. 

Special Revenue Fund s: Special revenue funds are used to account for the proceeds of 
specific revenue sources (other than permanent funds or major capital projects) that are restricted 
to expenditures for specified purposes. The City has thirteen special revenue fUnds: the Hospital 
Fund is for improvements and beautification in the southeast Neighborhood; the Equipment 
I^placement Fund is used for replacement of police, recreation and DPW equipment- ihe Field 
Maintenance Fmid is used to maintain recreational fields; the Capital Improvement Fund is used 
tor major capital improvements to the sewer infrastructure witli the source of this funding from 
bewer Allocation Fees; the Fire Equipment Fund is used to purchase major equipment for the 
l^ne Department; the Zamias bnpart Fund is used to foster economic activity to offeet the impact 
of the Diamond Run Mall; the Recreation Activities Fund is used to support specific recreational 
activifies; the White Fund is used to fund pool facility upgrades at White Park; the Giorgetti 
Fund IS used for development and improvement of Giorgetti Park; the Records Preservation 
Fund IS used to sustain City public records; Ihe CSO Sinking Fund is used to provide fiiturc 
sewer projects fmiding based on a 2004 resolution of the Board of Alderman; the Bridge Fund is 
used for bndge repairs sourced by the unused portion of the Department of Public Works bridge 
repair budget from each year to pay for major bridge work. The City established the Water 
System Capital Fund during fiscal year ended Jmie 30. 201 1 to fund future water system capital 
improvements.

D. Measurement Focus, Basis of Accounting, and Financial Statement Presentation 
(continued) 

Permanent Funds : Permanent funds are used to report resources that are legally restricted 
to the extent that only earnings, and not principal, may be used for the benefit of the government 
or its citizenry. The City has two permanent funds: the Maples Fund, used to finance a low- 
income housing project and the Downtown Special Business District Revolving Loan Fund, used 
for fimding building improvements or real estate acquisitions in DowntowTi Rutland. 

Proprietary Funds - Enterprise Funds : Enterprise funds are used to account for operations that 
are financed and operated in a manner similar to private business enterprises where the intent of 
the governing body is that the costs of providing goods or services to the general public on a 
continuing basis is financed or recovered primarily through user charges. The Water Fund, the 
Sewage Disposal Fimd, and the Parking Meter Fund are the City's three enterprise fimds. 

Fiduciary Funds - These fimds are used to report assets held in a trustee or agency capacity for 
others and cannot be used to support the government's own programs. The City has three types 
of trust funds; pension trust, private-purpose trust, and agency fimds. 

Pension Trust Fimd - Used to report resources that are required to be held in trust for 
members and beneficiaries of the City's Defined Benefit pension plan. The City's only Pension 
fund is the Employee Pension Ftmd. 

Private- Purpose Trust Fimds : To account for assets held by the City in trustee capacity 
for individuals, private organizations, and other governments. Private-purpose trust funds are 
accounted for in the same manner as proprietary funds. The City maintains two private-purpose 
fiduciary fimds: the Propeity Escrow Fund used to account for tax-sale activity and the 
Emergency Fuel Fund used to provide fuel assistance to the needy at the Mayor's discretion. 

Agency Funds: To account for situations where the government's role is purely 
custodial. All assets reported in an agency fimd are offset by a liability to the party on whose 
behalf they are held. Agency funds do not present results of operations or have a measurement 
focus. Agency funds use the fiiU accrual basis of accounting. The City maintains four agency 
funds. Three are held for the benefit and at the direction of the Rutland School District. The 
Graphic Arts Fund is used to support educational programs related to graphic arts, the Mission 
Fund is used for capital purposes of the Rutland Pubhc Schools, and the Grace Stool fire Fund is 
used to support music education. The last agency fund is the Hanamaki Relief Fund, held for the 
benefit of Rutland's sister City in Japan to support relief efforts related to the March 201 1 
earthquake and tsunami in Japan. 
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Note 1. Summary of Significant Accountiiig Policies (continued) 
E, Assets, Liabilities, and Net Assets or Equity 

1 . Cash and cash equivalents: Cash balances of the City's General Fund and Proprietary Funds 
are pooled and used by the City Treasurer for operating activities. The City considers all short- 
term investments of ninety (90) days or less to be cash equivalents. The City has not adopted 
fomal deposit and investment policies, 

2. Investments: The City invests in investments as allowed by State statute, Investments with 
readily determinable fair values are reported at their fair value on the balance sheet. Unrealized 
gains and losses are included in revenue. 

3. Receivables; Receivables are shown net of an allowance for uncoil ectible amounts for the 
estimated losses incurred in the collection of the receivables. Estimated losses are based on the 
judgment of management and a review of the current status of existing receivabies. Also 
mcluded are unbOled revenues, consisting of various revenues earned as of June 30 201 1 but not 
yet billed as of that date. 

4. Inventories and prepaid expenditures/expenses: Inventory quantities are determined by 
physical count and are valued at the lower of cost or market. Inventories consist of materials 
and supplies and chemicals. 

Certain payments to vendors reflect costs applicable to future accounting periods and are 
recoi^ded as prepaid items in both government-wide and fluid financial statements. 

5. Interiund receivables/payables and internal activity: Transactions between funds that are 
representative of lending/borrowing arrangements and are outstanding at the end of the fiscal 
year are referred to as interfrmd receivables/payables. As established by City Ordinance, the 
City Treasurer is authorized to effect interfimd transfers as necessary for operational 
requirements and subsequently record and report this activity to the Board of Aldermen. The 
City approved a policy that interfund borrowing will not bear interest. 

Interfund due from/due to balances between individual funds of the City are presented in the 
fund linancial statements but are eliminated for the gov eminent- wide Statement of Activities. 
The balance of activity between governmental and business-type activities is presented as 
internal balances in the government- wide Statement of Activities. 

6. Capital assets: The City's property, plant, equipment, and infrastructure with useful lives of 
more dian one year are stated at historical cost and comprehensively reported in the government- 
wide financial statements. Proprietary capital assets are reported in their respective fund 
financial statements. Donated assets are stated at fair value on the date donated. The City 
generally capitalizes assets with an initial cost above SS.OOO. 
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Note 1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (continued) 
E, Assets, Liabilities, and Net Assets or Equity (continued) 

The costs of normal maintenance and repairs that do not add to asset value or materially extend 
useful lives are not capitalized. Capital assets are depreciated using the straight-line method. 

The City continues to improve its capitalization processes in order to consistently apply adopted 
capitalization policies. The propriety funds prior period adjustments reUect this contmued 
improvement. 

When capital assets are disposed, the cost and applicable accumulated depreciation are removed 
fi-om the respective accounts, and the resulting gain or loss is recorded m operahons. Estimated 
usefiil lives, in years, for depreciable assets are as follows:

7 Compensated absences: The City permits employees to accumulate a limited amount of 
earned but unused vacation, sick and compensation time benefits. Per the City Charter, vacation 
pay must be used or is lost at the end of each employee's anniversary year. Siclc time may be 
accumulated and, if unused, is paid at termination. All sick and vacation pay is accrued and 
reported in the government-wide and proprietary fund financial statements. Compensation time 
must be used, cashed oui or is lost at the end of each fiscal year. 

8 Long-term obligations: In the government-wide and proprietary fund financial statements, 
long-term debt and other long-tenu obligations are reported as liabUities in the applicable 
governmental activities, business-type activities, or proprietary firnd type Statement ot Net 
Assets, 

9. Net Assets and Fund Equity: 

In tlie Statement of Net Assets, net assets are classified in three categories: 

Invested in Capital Assets, Net of Related Debt - All capital assets and accumulated 
depreciation, reduced by debt that is attributable to tlie acquisition, constmction, or miprovement 
of capital assets. 

Restricted Net Assets ^ Assets for which external restrictions have been imposed by creditors, 
grantors, contributors, or laws or regulations of other governments and restnctions unposed by 
law through constitutional provisions or enabling legislation. 

Unrestricted Net Assets - Net assets that are not restricted in any way. 
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Note 1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (continued)

in the governmental ftmds, ftjnd balance is classified in the following categories, beginnine 
with the most binding constraints, as follows: 

Nonspendable - Amounta unavailable for spending, such as related to inventories 
and prepaid expenditures. 

Restricted - Amounts constrained by external parties, constitution provision, or 

enabling legislation. 

Committed - Amounts constrained by a government using its highest level of 

decision-making authority. 

Assigned - Amounts a government intends to use for a particular purpose. 

Unassigned - Amounts in the General Fund that are not constrained at all, as 

well as deficit tlmd balances of other governmental iiinds. Deficits 

require future funding. 

Committed fund balance is established by the voters of the City by adoption of the budget and/or 
juthonzahon of articles al the annual meeting of the City of Rutland held in March of each year. 

When both restricted and unrestricted resources are available for use, it is the City's policy to use 
■estncted resources first, dien unrestricted resources as needed, 

P. Other accounting policies 

\. Authorized expenditures: The City does not utilize encumbrance accounting for its 
jovemmental funds. Encumbrances represent commitments related to unperformed contracts for 
?oods or services. Encumbrance accounting, under which purchase orders, contracts, and other 
:ommitments for the expenditure of monies are recorded in order to reserve that portion of the 
ipphcable appropnatton, would be employed as an extension of the formal budgetary integration 
n the General Fund. In accordance with the City Charter, all encumbrances expire at the fiscal 
'earend. 

:. Operating transfers: Operating transfers are legally authorized transfers of resources from one 
und to another in support of operations or long-term activities. 

, Capitalized interest: Interest expense incurred in connection with various construction 
rejects has been capitahzed in the enterprise funds or the capital project fund. 

. Interest rate risk: Changes in market interest rates affect the fair value of an interest-bearing 
ivestment over time. The City does not have a deposit policy regarding interest rate risk, 
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Note 1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (continued) 
F. Otiier accounting policies (continued) 

5. Credit risk; The City is exposed to various risks including credit risk, custodial credit risk and 
concentration of credit risk. The City does not have policies regarding these risks. 

6. Property taxes: The City is responsible for assessing, collecting, and distributing property 
taxes in accordance with State statutes. Property taxes are billed in four installments throughout 
the year, based on the assessed value of property. 

Property taxes attach as an enforceable lien on property when they remain unpaid after the final, 
4"^ quarter due date. Taxes are levied during July of each year and are due and payable for each 
installment as established by City Charter. 

Property tax revenues are recognized when they are levied because tliey are considered to be 
both measurable and available. Available includes those property tax receivables expected to be 
collected within sixty (60) days after yearend. Delinquent taxes are considered fully collectible 
but are excluded fi-om the fiind financial statements unless collected within the sixty-day revenue 
recognition period. These tax revenues are fully included in the government-wide Statement of 
Net Assets and Statement of Activities. 

7. Taxes collected for others: Property taxes collected by the City include taxes levied for the 
Rutland School District, Rutland County, and the Rutland Redevelopment Authority. The City is 
ultimately responsible for the collection of these taxes which ai*e remitted to the governmental 
units as required by law. 

8. Revenue recognition: The City defines the length of time available for purposes of revenue 
recognition by fund and revenue type. Property taxes, as outlined above, are recognized if 
collected within sixty days of yearend. Other revenues in the General Fund, such as Rooms and 
Meals taxes, fees, fines, rental and grant income are recognized when collected. Program 
revenue in the Recreation Fund is recognized when earned, as these fees are collected during the 
spring for services provided during summer months, subsequent to year end. 

9. Use of estimates: The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles requires management to make estimates and assumptions about 
certain reported amounts and disclosures. Accordingly, actual results could differ from those 
estimates. 
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Note II. RecoQciliatioD of government-wide and fund financial statements 

A. Explanation of differences between the governmental fund balance sheet and the 
government-wide financial statement of net assets. 

The governmental fund balance sheet includes a reconciliation between fund balance - total 
govermnentaJ fund and net assets - governmental activities as reported in the government-wide 
financial statement of net assets. The total adjustment between the fund balance sheet and 
government- wide statement of net assets is a decrease of $2,930,446. 

B. Explanation of differences between the governmental fund statement of revenues, 
expenditures, and changes in fund balances and the government-wide statement of 
activities. 

The statement of revenues, expenditures, and changes in fund balances is reconciled to changes 
in net assets of governmental activities as reported in the government-wide statement of 
activities to account for different measurement focuses. The total adjustment between tlie fund 
statement of revenues, expenditures, and changes in fund balances and the government-wide 
statement of activities is an increase of $3,016,846. 

Note III. Stewardship, compliance, and accountability 

A. Budgetary accounting 

General governmental financial activity is controlled by a fonnal integrated budgetary system in 
accordance with various legal requirements which govern the City's operations. The budget of 
the City is prepared by the Mayor, reviewed by the i3oard of Aldenoen and. beginning with the 
fiscal year 201 1, approved at voters' discretion. All budget appropriations lapse at yearend. 

B. Excess of expenditures over appropriations 

For the year ended June 30, 20 1 1 , General Fund expenditures exceeded revenues by $ 1 ,278,960, 
before tiansfers in of $1,288,849. The net increase in General Fund fimd balance was $9,889. 

C. Deficit/surplus fund equity 

The Parking Meter Fund has a deficit fund balance of $201,387 for the year ended June 30, 201 1. 
The City is working to resolve this deficit through operations and forgiveness of interlund 
receivables and payables between the Parking Meter Fund and General Fund. 

The City's three propnetary funds each has surplus net assets; however, of the total $18,918,227 
net assets, $19,408,666 is invested in capital assets, with an unrestricted deficit total for the three 
funds of $490,439. The City has not developed specific plans to resolve these deficits. 
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Note IV. Detailed notes on all funds 

A. Cash, Cash Eqiuvatents, and Investments 

At June 30, 2011, the carrying amount of the City's deposits with financial institutions was 
$14,831,539, and the total balance reported by these institutions was $15,570,766, Tliese 
deposits are held in checking accounts, savings accounts, and money market accounts. Of the 
funds on deposit, $250,000 was insured by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation (FDIC), 
$7,500,000 was collateralijKd, and the remaining $7,820,766 was uninsured and uncollateralized! 

56,381,445 of uninsured and uncol lateral i zed balance of cash was held in the City's investment 
account by Prudential Retirement Insurance and Annuity Company (PRJAC) and is reported in 
the City's Employee Pension Fund. These amounts are guaranteed for principal and accrued 
interest by die PRLAC. 

The City has collateralization agreements with Merchant's Bank to secure deposits above die 
FDIC limits. The City has not adopted formal deposit and investment policies. 

The Agenl for the City's refirement fund is authorized to invest fijnds to be held in the name of 
the City's pension fimd in savings banks or trust departments in the State of Vermont; in building 
and loan or cooperative banks incorporated under State of Vermont laws; in federal savings and 
loan associations located in die State of Vermont; in bonds, notes, or other obliaations of the 
United States goverameni or legal obligations of any state political subdivision; ^and in stocks 
and bonds. All trust fund investments are stated at market value. 

At June 30, 201 1, pension fund investments were valued at $51,566,183. Market value of trust 
flind investments, determined by quoted market prices at Jime 30, 201 1, are as follows;

The City has investments in the Grace Stoolfire Trust Fund. Investments for this fund are to be 
used for the purpose of the fund. The Grace Stoolfire Trust Fund investments are held as equity 
secunties and U. S. government obligations and are stated at fair value as of yearend and have 
not been rated as to credit risk. 

GASB Statement No. 40 requires the City's investments to be categorized to give an indication 
of die level of risk assumed by the City at yearend. Category I includes investments that are 
insured or registered or securities thai are held by the City or its agenl in the City's name. 
Categoi7 2 includes uninsured and unregistered investments which are held by the counter 
party's tmst department or agent in the City's name. At June 30. 201 1, the City's investments in 
the Grace Stoolfire Trust Fund were in Category I .
